Latest from England. 


New-York, July 25.—The packet ship Nestor, 
captain Lee, arrived yesterday from Liverpool, by 
wh ch we have received papers of the 16th ult. and 
London papers to the evening of the 14th.

‘The case was argued by Dagget and Law, for the 
plaintiffs, and Goddard & Waite, for def. in error. 
It was urged on the part of the plaintiffs in error, 
that the holders of a halt bill could net recover in a 
court of law unless he produced both parts,or prov- 
ed the actual destruction of the part not produced— 
that if the holder of the note voluntarily cut it into
